CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, on the 5th, the question of the 
admission of senators appointed by the gov- 
crnors of Montana, Washington and Wyoming 
after the legislatures of those states had failed 
to act, was further discussed. Mr. Chandler of- 
fered a resolution calling on the treasurer for 
copies of the reports of the Citizens’ bank of 
Washington, D. C., from 1875 to 18:2, and of 
bank examiners on its condition. : 

IN the senate,on the 6th, the right of the 
three senators appointed by the governors of 
Montana, Washington and Wyoming to take 
their seats was further discussed. The reso- 
lution providing for the election of officers of 
the senate was agreed to withouta division, 
and William R. Cox, of North Carolina, was 
chosen secretary of the senate; Richard G. 
Bright. sergeant-at-arms and door-keeper, and 
William Hf. Milburn, D.D., of Illinois, chaplain, 
their terms of office to begin on the first day of 
the regular meeting of the Fifty-third congress. 

IN the senate, on the 7th, Mr. Hoar ended his 
speech against the proposed constitutional 
amendment for the election of United States 
senators. The resolution providing for a trip 
of the committee on commerce to the Pacific 
coast, for the purpose of deciding on the rela- 
tive advantages of San Pedro and Santa 
Monica for a deep-water hartor, was taken up 
and agreed to. A resolution was offered, and 
referred to the committee on inter-state com- 
merce, instructing that committee to inquire 
into the subject of the recent judicial decisions 
at Toledo. O.. as to the rights and duties of 
railroad employes, and to report whatever leg- 
islation may be necessary to protect the nat- 
ural and inalienable rights of working people. 

IN the senate. on the &th, almost immediately 
after the reading of the journal the doors were 
closed and half an hour was devoted to execu- 
tive business, after which the senate adjourned 
until the 10th. 

IN the senate, on the 10th, a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to wait upon 
the president and inform him that unless he 
had some further communication to make the 
senate was ready to adjourn without day was 
passed; but a motion to reconsider subse- 
quently passed, and the matter went over. 
Resolutions for investigation of the charges 
against Senators Roach, of North Dakota, and 
Powers, of Montana. were offered and laid over. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

SECRETARY CARLISLE, as a result of 
the investigation made by Special Treas- 
ury Agent Noyes at Portland, Ore., as to 
the illegal landing of Chinese at that 
port, has dismissed from the service 
Deputy Collector Cardinell. Inspector 
Armstrong, who was suspended pend- 
ing the investigation, was restored to 
duty. 

On the 10th the chess tournament for 
the championship of the United States, 
between John W. Showalter, of Ken- 
tucky, and Emanuel Lasker, of Ger- 
many, began at Kokomo, Ind. It will 
probably consume four weeks. Many 
chess players from different parts of 
the country were present. 

THERE are 400 consular appointments 
with salaries attached of over $1,500, 
and it is said at the state department 
that there are at least 200 candidates 
for each place. 

Tue cruiser New York will not take 
part in the naval review at Hampton 
roads on account of her unfinished con- 
flition. Secretary Herbert and the 
Cramps were anxious that the foreign 
powers should see the New York, but 
have found it impossible to get her in 
presentable shape before the review. 

Tue wounding of a consular agent of 
the United States, which Minister Hicks 
reported to the Washington govern- 
ment, oceurred at Molenda, Peru, March 
25. The trouble grew out of anti-Ma- 
sonic demonstrations which have lately 
been made in Peru under the direction 
of the bishop of Arequipa. 

On the 10th the secretary of state re- 
ceived a dispatch stating that the Bra- 
zilian ficet had sailed for Hampton 
roads. ‘Three vessels compose the fleet 
--the battle ship Aquidaban, the gun 
vessel Tirandentes and the protected 
cruiser Republican. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 7th the village of Coal Grove, 
O., was destreyed by fire. 

On the 5th, at Lafayette, Ind., the 
jury in the case of Bartholomew J. 
Murphy, charged with conspiracy to 
kill ex-Priest George P. Rudolph, while 
delivering a lecture, January 26, in the 
opera house in that city on “Why I 
Left the Catholic Church,” returned a 
verdict finding Murphy guilty and sen- 
tenciung him to two years in the peni- 
tentiary and to pay a fine of $1,000. 

Tur White Star Line Co. has at last 
officially recognized the loss of the 
freight steamship Naronic. The of- 
ficials of the line have issued the new 
passenger list for the season, and in the 
list of the company’s boats the Naronic 
is not included. 

Tne College Hill sanitarium, 9 miles 
north of Cincinnati, was destroyed by 
fire on the 6th. ‘The loss will probably 
exceed $200,000; insurance, $100,000. 
There were 200 inmates in the build- 
ings, and scenes of the wildest excite- 
ment ensued as the attendants worked 
to rescue the patients. 

On the 6th Dennis Cloonan, a wife 
murderer, was hanged at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 

On the 7th the building for the in- 
sane at the county infirmary, at Dela- 
ware, O., was destroyed by fire.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A FAMILY named Fentriss, living at 
Bumpus Mills, Tenn., recently received 
a barrel of molasses from a Nashville 
firm. An unpleasant taste caused them 
to break in the head of the barrel, and 
investigation showed that the body of 
a 10 or 11-year-old negro boy was in- 
closed. 

THE mortality in the city of New 
York is steadily on the increase. It is 
accounted for by the physicians of the 
health department by the epidemic of 
influenza which has been raging for 
more than two months. There were 
1,183 deaths from all causes during the 
week ended the 8th. “Of this number 
77 were caused from influenza, but the 
epidemic is believed to have caused 
many of the 301 deaths ascribed by 
physicians to pneumonia. 

Tur New York committee on colonial 
and revolutionary exhibit at the World’s 
fair has issued a circular asking the 
lovers of history and art to assist in 
forming the exhibit of colonial and 
revolutionary relics in which it is pro- 
posed the thirteen original states shall 
join.

A FEARFUL STORM. 


Some Accounts of the Recent Terrible 
Storm that Swept Over the Weat and 
Northweat—Hurricanes and Cloudbursta 
Causes Linmense Damage to Property 
Both Pablic and Private, and Trafic 
Seriously, Impeded—Some Loss of Life 
Reportées 


Sr. Pav, Minn., April 11.—A fearful 
cyclone passed over northern Iowa this 
morning beiween 8 and & o'clock. It 
struck Akron and Westfield, in Plym- 
outh county, Ia. At3 o'clock it struck 
at Page, Neb., 100 miles west of the 
other twa places. 

At Akron the sky became dark about 
2 o'clock, so that lamps had to be 
lighted. “The storm came down very 
suddenly from the northeast, and in a 
few mimutes Akron was almost in 
ruins, * 

_ The storm covered a wide path. The 
iron wagon bridge across the Sioux 
river wak torn to pieces, the great iron 
trusses being twisted and broken. 
Houses were unroofed or carried from 
their foundations and destroyed. The 
grain elevator was torn to pieces, and 
the whirlwind carried its debris across 
the street, depositing it where a lum- 
ber yard had been, while a good part 
of the lumber yard was deposited 
where the elevator had been. Several 
cars loaded with stone standing ona 
side-track were picked up and carried 
several rods. Several store buildings 
were partially wrecked and unroofed. 

The damage cannot be learned ace u 
rately, nor details of the storm, as the 
wires are all down. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
road sent up a special train from Sioux 
City. The storm followed the Sioux 
valley south to Westfield. Its path 
was marked by demolished houses and 
barns. Two people, a man and his 
wife, were killed at one farm. Their 
names are not yet known. Several 
others were badly injured, and many 
hogs and cattle were killed. No re- 
ports have been received of any devas- 
tation between these places. 

At Page, Neb., the storm demolished 
the Pacific Short Line depot and several 
houses, blew cars off the track and in- 
jured a weman and boy, names un- 
known. The woman's condition is se- 
rious. The only reports received are 
from the railroad. 

The latest advices from Akron are 
that the loss to private property in that 
city will be $50,000; the loss in the 
country will probably far exceed that 
amount, 

Mrs, Clara Magers was killed at 
Page, Neb., and her two children dan- 
gerously injured. 

Stormsare reported from many places 
in North Dakota. 








Southwestern Kansas Visited by a Terri- 
ble Cyclone, 

INDEPENDENCE, Kas., April 11.— 
Southwestern Kansas and particularly 
Montgomery county was visited by a 
terrible cyclone this evening which left 
a path of death and destruction behind 
it. This city was only the extreme 
edge of the storm and suffered little 
damage, but reports from the sur- 
rounding country and small towns, 
near ‘here, show great destruction of 
property and loss of life, particulars of 
which it is impossible to get to-night 
as the wires are all down. 

The little town of Parke, ten miles 
south of here, seems to have got the 
worst of the storm. From the most re- 
liable information obtainable the peo- 
ple of that town were alarmed by 
ominous clouds which gathered just at 
dusk. They hardly had time to re- 
alize what was coming before the 
storm burst upon them in all its fury. 
Coming from a westerly direction from 
Oklahoma, the furious wind, which was 
more like a hurricane than a gen- 
uine cyclone, struck the town with 
irresistible force. The frightened 
people were given not a moment to flee 
to places of safety. The work of the 
wind was awful. Of the business 
houses situated around the public 
square but two were left standing, the 
others being completely wrecked. 
Even brick houses were swept away 
the same as light frames. Every resi- 
dence in the town was damaged more 
or less, and half of them were complete- 
ly destroyed. 

It is known that several persons were 
killed and a large number injured, but 
it is impossible to learn the details and 
names of the dead and injured to-night. 
Leaving Parker a scene of wreck and 
ruin, the wind swept to the northeast, 
levelling farm houses, barns and fences 
before it. Three farm houses in the 
eastern portion of this county are 
known to have been wrecked and it is 
certain that this represents but a small 
portion of the aggregate damage done 
in the vicinity. 


Five States Visited with Death and De- 
struction. 

Cuicaeo, April 11.—Severe storms 
swept over the states of Iowa, Kansas, 
Missouri, Illinois and Indiana this 
evening doing great damage, the ex- 
tent of which cannot be learned as the 
telegraph wires have been prostrated 
in many localities. 

A cloud-burst at Ottumwa, Ia..caused 
great damage to property and flooded 
many stores. 

At Boston and Columbia, Ind., floods 
destroyed much property. Many head 
of cattle were killed and railroads are 
badly washed out. 

A cloud-burst flooded the town of 
Centralia, and in some parts of the city 
the water stands nine feet deep. 

At Springfield, Ill., the rainfall was 
so heavy that street-car traffic was sus- 
pended. 

Passengers on in-coming trains report 
the entire country between Springfield 
and St. Louis under water. 





IMPORTS AND THE TARIFF. 


Important Points fur the Consideration of 
Democratic Financiers. 

If Secretary Carlisle looks to the 
bottom of the matter, there may occur 
to him obstacles in way of tariff reform 
which he may not have fully realized. 
In the last two weeks the amount at 
New York alone was $32,461,771, and 
the increase over the corresponding 


weeks last year about $9,000,000. Yet 
the total imports in March, 1892, 
amounted to $86,570,533, and were 


about $9,000,000 larger than in March, 
1891, as those were about $10,000,000 
larger than in March, 1890. Who is pre- 
pared to say what this means? ‘The 
laws have not been changed, breaking 
down the barriers and letting in goods 
which protective duties have shut out. 
When that has been done what will be 
the value cfimports, and how will the 
country pay for them? 

In 1892 the value was about $876, 000,- 
000. This year an increase appears of 
about $10,000,009 each month. If con- 
tinued it will make the total for the 
year $1,000,000,000. Only fourteen 
years ayo, in the year before specie 
resumption, the amount was about 
$515,000,000, and the population has 
not doubled within that time. The 
fact to which serious thought must be 
given is that the consumption of for- 
eign products has enormously in- 
creased. The habits of the people, their 
modes of living and enjoyment, have 
greatly altered, and it will not be 
found easy tochange back again for 
many years. Is Mr. Carlisle certain 
that the theories which answered 
thirty years ago will answer now? 
Under the constant stimulus of duties 
for the defense of home industries the 
condition and habits of the whole na- 
tion have wonderfully altered. It is 
true that wealth has agcumulated in 
the hands of a few thousand persons, 
and they spend more freely, but their 
expenditure is but a dropin the buck- 
et. The wages of labor have substan- 
tially doubled. Being able to expend 
twice as much, the millions satisfy 
their wants to such an extent that 
what were once rare luxuries have be- 
come the necessities of everyday life. 
Consumption of all things has grown 
almost beyond belief. From 30 pounds 
for each person the consumption of 
sugar has grown to 60 pounds. From 
8 cigars for each person the con- 
sumption has grown to 70. From 80 
pounds of iron for each person the con- 
sumption has grown to more than 332 
pounds. These are but samples of a 
change which is almost universal. 

* The root of the matter is that 20,000,- 
000 wage earners now receive nearly 
double the wages paid in 1860. In 
manufactures millions now average 
$500 yearly, whereas in the same occupa- 
tions the average was about $250 yearly. 
Including farm labor, the average for 
all is now more than $400, against 
about $200 yearly thirty-two years ago. 
This means a difference between ¢4,- 
000,000,000 and $8,000,000,000 yearly in 
the receipts of the wage earners alone. 
They receive $4,000,000,000 more, and, 
therefore, can increase their purchases 
by that enormous sum, or so much of 
it as they may please. Roughly speak- 
ing, while the working population has 
doubled, its power to purchase has in- 
creased fourfold. The new modes and 
habits of life have become as necessary 
to the 20,000,000 wage earners of this 
day as the far more restricted allot- 
ment of comforts was to their fathers. 

Throw wide the doors and let in for- 
eign goods more freely, and people will 
buy more largely—as long as they are 
able. It must be so, if reduced duties 
are to yield necessary revenues. Now 
about $200,000,000 is realized by duties 
on $400,000,000 of imported goods, but 
if the duties are reduced to an average 
of 25 per cent. imports of $800,000,000 
will be needed to yield the same rev- 
enue. Shail gold beggpid for the addi- 
tional £400,000,000 yearly, and if not, 
how shall the debt be paid? Or is the 
remedy to be found in enforced econo- 
my of the 20,000,000 wage earners? If 
workers who now produce in this 
country the $490,000,000 worth of 
zoods which would be imported are to 
te thrown out of employment, if 
wages of all workers are to be de- 
pressed by merciless competition, then 
indeed purchases must be reduced. But 
in that case imports would also be re- 
duced, and where would government 
get the necessary revenue? There 
are fersons who will consider these 
questions frivolous. But Mr. Carlisle 
is a man of too much ability to make 
light of them, and will try to solve 
them if he can.—N. Y. Tribune. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 


A Difficult Problem for the Free Traders 
to Solve. 

The democratic party secured pos- 
session of the government in order to 
“reduce the tariff.” But their first an- 
nounceiment on getting possession is 
that the tariff is already too low. They 
charge that the republicans have re- 
duced it below the revenue point. The 
appropriations of the late democratic 
congress, which exeeeded those of 
the preceding so-called ‘‘billion-dol- 
lar congress” by forty million 
dollars, require increased revenue. 
It is therefore now discovered 
that the McKinley bill was too much 
of a tariff reduction measure, and that 
sugar, tea and coffee must be placed 
back on the dutiable list so as to in- 
crease the revenue some eighty-five 
miltion dollars. That is the principal 
theme which now agitates the leading 
democratic organs of the country. 
They are agreed on one plan of tariff 
reform thus far, and one only, and that 
is that the tariff must be increased on 





cause the McKinley bill reduced the 
revenue below the level of democratic 
requirements.

The sugar combine does not need the 
one-half cent protection, nor do the 
Louisiana planters need the bonnty. 
The refiners exported last vear fifteen 
million pounds, and get their raw sugar 
free of duty. The one-half cent duty 
brings in no revenue, because we have 
ceased to be importers of refined sugar, 
and the duty simply enables the com- 
bine, which has complete control of 
the market, to levy extra tolls. 

But the leading democratic organs of 
the country, instead of advocating the 
abolition of the remaining fragment of 
duty, are agreed that the duty shall pe 
increased. Both New York and south- 
ern organs talk that way. They 
doubtless find precedent in one of the 
first messages of President Cleveland 
during his preceding term. He then 
opposed reciprocity on the ground that 
the government could not get 
along without the heavy revenue 
of an eighty per cent. duty 
on = sugar. The MeKinley © bill 
abolished this monstrous duty with 
the exception of the trivial one-cent 
fragment. The tariff on sugar protects 
no industry and no labor, because 
there is no competition either at home 
or from abroad in the sugar industry. 
The tariff upon it for that reason is 
purely a tax, and as a tax the sugar 
tax is notoriously unjust, because it 
levies upon the family whose wealth 
is five hundred dollars practically the 
same tax as upon the family whose 
wealth is five hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The political party which butts 
its head agaiust free sugar will retreat 
from the conflict with a headache. — 
Minneapolis Tribune.

Mayor Murphy then arose and said: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Boarp:—With this 
meeting my term of office as Mayor of 
the city of Huntsville expires,I thank you 
one and all, including our excellent city 
clerk and all other officials of the city 
for the courtesy that has been accorded 
me. I have the pleasure to turn the city 
over to my successor in a good condition 
financially, and its different departments 
well conducted. I trust and believe that 
the incoming administration will do their 
duty asI havetried todo mine. I have the 
honor, gentlemen, to introduce to you 
Huntsville’s next Mayor, Mr. Wm,;.T. 
Hutchens. 

Mr. Hutchens addressed the Council as 
follows.

Another Dreadful Mine Explosion in 


at Pont-y-Pridd—A Too Ventursome 
Rescuer Loses His Life—Volunteers 
Awaiting the Signal to Penetrate the 
Mine—Little Hope for the Entombed. 
Lonpon, April 11.—A frightful mine 
explosion occurred to-day at Pont-y- 
Pridd, Wales. A spark from an en- 
gine ignited the gas in the coal pit 
near Pont-y-Pridd, and caused the gas 
to explode. Three hundred miners are 
entombed in the mine. The engine 
house is in flames, and there is the 
greatest fear that hundreds may have 
perished. The rescuers who went 
down were driven back without being 
able to bring up more than five of the 
dead. The fate of the other miners is 
indoubt. The most agonizing scenes 
are witnessed. and throngs of men, 
women and children, relatives of those 
below, are crowded.about the mouth of 
the coal pit. 5 Sie 

: Further Particulars. 
Lonpon, April 11.—At 9:45 o'clock 
this evening it is still impossible to ob- 
tain more than meager details of the 
accident in the Pont-y-Pridd coal mine. 
The first alarm was given at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. The sparks from an 
engine in a four-fcot seam are supposed 
to have ignited a pile of cotton waste. 
The flames spread to the wood-work 
and finally ignited the gas in the seam. 
Flame and smoke gave to the 200 men 
at work in the seam the first warning 
of approaching danger. All ran to 
ward the landing. Many were over- 
taken by the fire and smoke, and left 
to their fate by their comrades in ad- 
vance of them. 
Comparatively few of the men in the 
seam at the time of the explosion 
reached the landing. A rescuing party 
was formed. The party got as far as 
the landing of the seam, where the fire 
started, but was driven back almost 
immediately by the dense smoke issu- 
ing from the seam. ‘The surveyer took 
his men back to the surface. 
After a half hour's rest, they went 
down again and foreed their way ten 
yards into the workings. They found 
four dead bodies, which they brought 
back with them. Attempts to go 
further into the workings were vain as 
the wood-work was burning Oue of 
the rescuing party who ventured too 
far was killed. 
The men who saved themselves im- 
mediately after the tire broke out were 
too much confused and frightened to 
observe the positions of their fellow- 
workingmen. They are unable to give 
any clear account of the distribution 
of the miners, and the work of res- 





cue must therefore proceed under 
all the difticulties of uncertainty. 
Not only are scores of miners’ 


families at the mouth of the 
pit, but also the miners 
were saved and the men of the other 
shafts. There are numerous volunteers 
to undertake the work of rescue as 
soon as it becomes possible. At present 
the flames and smoke would render any 
such undertaking vain if not fatal to 
the party making the descent. There 
is little doubt, moreover, that most if 
not all of the men left below have been 
suffocated or burned to death. 


BRAVE DR. KOHL 





Received Five Wounds in Defending the 
Life of Cardinal Vaszary. 


Vienna, April 12.—Conflicting reports 
have been circulated regarding the at- 
tempt made yesterday to assassinate 
Cardinal Vaszary, primate of Hun- 
gary. From the best informed 
sources it is learned that the at- 
tack was made upon the cardinal 
in his palace in Pesth and that his 
assailant was named Cholics, who 
had been employed in the palace asa 
cellar man, but who had been dis- 
charged. Cholics was desirous of being 
reinstated in his position, and to gain 
this end prepxred a petition, which he 
presented to the cardinal in his 
office in the palace. The cardinal 
read the p-tition and informed Cholies 
that he must consult with the 
household officials before he could 
give a decided answer to the request. 
Cholies became insanely enraged when 
his eminence did not decide the matter 
uff hand, and drawing a carving knife, 
made a most desperate lunge at the 
eardinal. The latter, however, 
evaded the blow by _ springing 
around the corner of the desk. Rev. 
Dr. Kohl, the cardinal’s secretary, was 
sitting at the desk, and the moment 
that he realized that an attack had 
been made upon his eminence he 
sprung to his feet and rushed between 
the enfuriated ex-cellarman and the 
cardinal, just as Cholics started 
toward the cardinal jo again 
attempt to stab him. Dr. Kohl, intent 
upon saving the life of the cardinal, 
grasped Cholics and held fast to him. 
In the struggle the broad bladed knife 
struck him inflicting five severe wounds 
on his shoulders and breast. 


FLOOD’S SHORTAGE. * 


The Cashier of Donohue & Kelley's Bank 
Must Have Rolled High. 

New York, April 12.—The Tribune's 
San Francisco special says: 

James Flood, who was forced to re- 
sign last week as cashier of the Dono- 
hue & Kelly bank because of irregu- 
laritics im his accounts, has been 
arrested on a warrant charging 
him with embezzling $394,000 of 
the bank’s funds. When Flood was 
first retired his friends said he could 
make good his shortage, which was 
caused by overdrafts by one of his as- 
sistants. Flood transferred his real es- 
tate to the bank, but since then it has 
been found his shortage was heavy.
